Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Excisions are required to reduce the extent and degree to which the sexual material degrades, 
dehumanises and demeans women participants and women more generally. These effects result 
from the nature of sequences of sexual conduct where men constandy instruct women, control 
their actions and verbally reward them for demeaning behaviour. The women involved also 
demean themselves by their eagerness to engage in degrading and dehumanising conduct. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Jules Jordan's Ass Worship Seven: Assphyxiation Disk 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is the first disc of a two-disc set and contains the larger part of a feature made up of 
explicit depictions of sexual activity. Seven excisions are required to remove highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning material in order to make the DVD available to adult viewers. 
Without excisions the DVD is classified as objectionable. If the excisions were made the DVD 
would be classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 18 years. In this instance the distributor declined to make the 
required excisions to the DVD. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression. However, the decision is a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation 
on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that deal with matters of sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. 
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
